Mexico City, Aug. 8.— John LInd. 
special representative of President 
Wilson of tbe I'nitud SUtes, now on 
bis way . to Mexico, will be persona non 
grata to thia government, unless be 
brings credentials In due form, "to 
gather with recognition of the govern 
ment of Mexico," according lo an otfl- 
clal statement Issued late Wednesday 
night. 

Manuel (Jarza Aldape. the minister 
of public instructluQ, who is acting as 
minister of foreign affairs, Issued the 
statement and hud It transmitted to 
Cnlted Slates embasey. It was also 
dispatched by the MfXicun govern 
ment to the I'nilcd States and to Kii 
rope. The statement follows: 

"lly Older of the presldont of the 
r public 1 declaic as minister of for- 
eign affairs ad Interim, that If Mr. 
Llnd does not bring credentials in due 
form, together with recognition of the 
•aranuMBt of Mexico, Ms praaaaaa to 
this country will not be dealrablo."

Washington, Aug. ll.—A. loea of 300, 
OOO.OUU bushels of com, the nation's 
greatest farm crop, has resulted frotn 
tbe greet damage wrought b) drought 
and other conditions since Jul> 1, tbe 
government's agricultural expert* es 
timated on Friday In their August crop 
report A totai pn>ductlon of 2,672,- 
000,000 buuhtda of com was predicted 
The government crop report given 
out on Friday from Washington was 
one of the most sensational that tbe 
country has aeen. It reduced the eati 
mated yield of com 300,000,000 huahelt 
from the July figures to a,«Ta.OOO^<90 
buakala. or 4U,000,000 baakate laas 
tbaa laat year's kanraat. 

Kaaaaa aad Oklakaaui have baaa kit 
harder tkaa aay atkar atataa. wfclle 
their praapaeto aarUar to tka yaar 
wera raBirdad aa aaeattoaA. kat tkay 
hava aaBarad praetloally a crap tkllr 
ure ezoapt to a fkw apato to eaatara 
Kanaaa aad ta aortkara Oklahoma. 
The oScial returns show a loss of 98,- 
OOO.OOO bushels In Kansas and 52,0U0k- 
000 bushels In Nebraska. There Is a 
reduction of 246,000,000 bushele on 
practically 50 per cent, of the corn 
acreage of tbe country. 

Kansas, Uklahomi and Neliraaka 
have 19 per cent, of the country's acre- 
age, and their combined Iobsi's are 
2tS.U'iij.'"i,i huslielh 'ill.' his.-..-s are 
the worst sliioc 19i)l, when Kansas 
raised only t;i,000,eiiO bushels In IMH 
drought made a crop failure In thp 
I states west of the Mississippi river, 
and the country had a crop of only 
1,212,000.1)00 bushels. 

A record winter wheat crop will help 
to IIK^teg the lossMi -node l>y corn, 
but as iiiK«'ou:i.ry 'consuinns nearly 
8,000,000,000 biishelfl annually tt too- 
not completely make up for tke defect 
In the greatest feeding erop,'ootwltk- 
standing tbe fact that corn la selUag 
higkar tkaa vkaat ta the aarkat vaat 
of tka MlaaoaH rivar.

The total wheat 
crop of the country of 744,000,000 bush- 
els Is only 4,000,000 bushels betow tbe 
record of 1901 and 14,000.OM kaakala 
more than laat year's yMd. 

DesplM tka imoMBaa loaa susuined 
by the cora crop, the aggregate yield 
of the five principal grains la the third 
largeat on record, being 4,647,000,000 
bushels. As compared with last year's 
bumper returns, there Is a loss of 886,- 
000.000 bushels, or It! 1 per cent., but 
as compared with 1911 the gain is 180. 
000,000 buabels, or 4.1 per cent. 

Owing to the large reserves carried 
over from last >ear of corn, oats, hay 
and rough feads. the losses In this 
year s crop may be partially offset. 
I .K drop of 40,000,000 bushels was sua 
I talned by Illinois during July, while 
Iowa dropped 11,000,000 bushels. No- 
braaka and Missouri suffered heavy 
loaaaa. the former being off 62,000,000 
buahela durlag tka aMatk. aad MM- 
aourl daeUaad ai.aM^M« kaakala.

the aucceaaful production of alfalfa 
There are very few aolla outside tho 
alfalfa diatrlcta that do not require In- 
oculation, and It may be taken as a 
general rule that all yther soils must 
have the Inoculation supplied In order 
to grow alfalfa aucceaafully. A few 
soils, how*v*r. **poclally those upon 
which awaot elovor growa naturally, 
seem able to produe* aueeuuaful Btaada 
without artiflelal laoeutotloa.

If 
the farmer has a place where they will 
do well, the crop properly handled will 
pay belter than any of our orcliard 
fruits, i lie fruit is the flrmeat we have

According to Professor Whitten, 
(luiiice-grow ing has never had a boom.

The trees must havo indlrid- 
ual care and expert treatment. It re- 
quires the greateet akill to select the 
right site for tha orchard.
